A Maniac Kills ah Ex-Sanxe? ano Wife 
amd Commits suicide. 

Elm ira, X. V., Aug. 20. — Thenews 
vfm circulated last nioht that Elbert 
P, Cook: and bis oldest daughter were 
killed at Buenos Ayres, South Ameri- 
ca ou July the 1 1th last, by pistol 
shotH fired by an insane man.

Then he turned 
and shot Mrs. Cook. When the e/dest 
daughter, Thankfu/, who vas up stairs 
came down she was a/so shot through 
the temple, flying instantly. With the 
butt of the pistol Cluck inflicted uzly 
wounds on Mrs. Cook's head t which 
rendered her insensible. He dragged 
the bodies to the cellar door and then 
committed suicide by takinp|3hioroforra 
It is supposed he was insaue, as the 
faniiiy had never had any troubie with 
biro.

T.H.E SEALING SOHOONEE SEIZ- 
URES. 

As tho l»tt> seizures of an American and 
three British ftotiliug aohooners by an 
Araorican ro venue cuiter in the Bohring 
Boa t are almoat certain to lead to inter- 
national complications on account of the 
extravagance of the assumption upon 
which those seizures wore nude, a brief 
history of tho events which led up to 
them will be acceptable at the present time: 
In March, 1807, a treaty was. made between 
Russia and tho United States by whiih 
Russia ceded a)l its possessions in British 
North America to the government of tho 
United States. One of tho terms of that 
treaty declared th: t the western limit, 
within which the territories and dominion 
conveyed are contained, p-iKsea through a 
point in Ben ring strain on tho parallel of 
•35 decrees 30 minutes north latitude at 
its intersection by tho meridian which 
paaBes midway between tho islands of 
Kruaenstern or Ignalook and the island 
Ratmanoff or Noonarbook, and proceeds 
duo north without limitation into the 
same frozen ocean. Tho same western 
limit beginning at the same initial point 
proceeds thence in a course nearly south- 
west through Behring Bea ho as to pass 
midway between the northwest point of 
St. Lawrenoo and tho southeast point of 
Cape Choulkotski to the meridian of 17- 
west longitude; tiience from tho inter- 
section of that meridian in a southwesterly 
direction so as to pass midway between 
the island of Attou and the Copper island 
of tho Kormanduraki couplet or group in 
the North Pacific ocean to the meridian of 
J9S degrees xcest lovgilxtdt so us to include 
in the territory conveyed the whole of the 
xUeutian islands oast of that meridian. 
So far, B0 good. In July, 1S70, in the 
second session of the forty-first congress, 
an act was passed entitled an "Act to pre- 
vent the extermination of fur-bearing 
animals in Alaska" in which tho number 
of seals to be killed for thuir skim was 
limited on St. Paul's and St. Ue rge's 
islands to 75,000 per annum on each is- 
land with power by tho secretary of the 
treasury to further limit tho number if 
necessary, and giving that official power to 
lease for rental mentioned in tho act, to 
proper and responsible parties, to the 
best advantnge of the United Statoit, having 
due regard to tho interests of the govern- 
ment, the native inhabitants* the parties 
hitherto engaged in trade, uud tho protec- 
tion of the seal fisheries, for a term, of 
twenty-five years from May, 1870, tho right 
to engage in taking seals on the islands of 
St. Paul and St. George. Another section 
declares that any person who shall kill any 
fnr Beal on either of the said islands or in 
tho waters adjacent thereto without author 
ity from the lessees thereof or interfere 
with them in tho lawful prosecution of their 
duty, shall bo deemed guilty of a misde- 
meanor, aud shall for each offence upon 
oonviotiou be punished, and all their ves- 
sels, taoklo, apparel, appnrtonanoes and 
cargo shall be forfeit! d to the United States. 
In tho month following the passage of this 
act, that is, in August, 1870, a lease called 
the Seal Island lease, was executed between 
the U. S. government and the Alaska Com- 
mercial company — a corporation established 
iu California. In return for th« exclusive 
privilege of taking for twenty years (with 
certain restrictions) fur seals in the islands 
of Saint i'uul and Smut George, tho lessees 
agreed to pay to the government an annua) 
sum of §55,000. $2.62% for each seal-skin 
takon, 55 cents for each gallon of seal oil 
sold, a. id to annually provide the natives 
with a certain quantity of provisions and 
fuel. The mouths of Juno, -July, Sep- 
tember and October were, moreover, the 
only months during which the capture of 
seals could be prosecuted. Under this 
lease, or concession, this company has per- 
petnated its monopoly for sixteen yours, 
reaping a vast profit therefrom, Not sutis- 
with the prolific source of its supply and 
tho facilities afforded it for engaging in 
the business, the company has sought and 
practically succeeded in controlling the seal 
fur market by its aggressiveness in pro- 
tending to construe the term "and the 
waters niljaceut thereto" as meaning that 
vast sea of waters included in tho limits of 
eeBsiou named in the Russo-Amorioan 
treaty of 1807. In this interpretation it 
lias received the unrelated support of the 
United States government whoHe interests 
in tho matter are identical with those of the 
company; and here it may be remarked that 
the royalty paid by the latter furnishes a 
handsome profit upon the purchase 
money of Alaska territory. One or two 
American revenue cutters are always 
cruising in the Behring sea and that por- 
tion of the North Pacific to the south of 
the Aleutian island?, ever on the alert to 
prevent any vessels but those of tho Alas- 
ka Commercial oompany from capturing 
seals there. Meeting with no effectual 
opposition, and the cost of litigation pre- 
cluding any chance of success for tho ap- 
pellant, the government has become more 
.•ind more aggressive until finally, chang- 
ing from a defensive to an offensive su- 
pervision, their action has culminated iu 
tho deliberate seizure of throe British 
sealing schooners upon — whatever a na- 
tional greed may declare to the contrary 
—the high and open seas — recognized by 
international law as part of tho world's 
yreat highway— free to the commerce of 
all countries and a natural moans of the 
iiitorouurso of all nations. It is laid down 
as one of tho first principles of maritime 
and commercial international law 
that the open sea or main ocean 
is, like the atmosphere, free for 
common use to all mankind, end can- 
not bo appropriated by any Ktato to the 
exclusion of the others. Bearing in mind 
t lie huge improbability of the act of the 
revenue cutter not being in consonance 
with governmental orders, what do we 
find 7 That a nation disregarding on one 
coast tho bolt of tho sea littoral wh'ch 
constitutes the range belonging to coast 
defenoes, is actually assuming on another 
coast supreme maritime jurisdiction over 
a waste of waters comprising half of the 
northern portion of a vast ocean. In the 
exorcise of this self-arrogated authority 
foreign mercantile vessels aro forcibly 
seizod, and with their cargoes are de- 
clared confiscated; wiiilo with an unac- 
countable magnanimity the crows after 
being landed at an American port many 
hundreds of miles distant from the scene 
of their capture, aro allowed to go at largo. 
It may bo advanced that if open to indis- 
criminate capture the fur seal would nave 
era this became extinct or nearly so, But 
though this has boon the case with the seal 
in southern regions it is a fact which, de- 
plorable as it may be, would furnish a 
most flimsy oxcuso to a government whose 
regulation of the industry in Alaskan 
waters is prompted not by philanthropy, 
but by Btrictly mercenary considerations. 
So far has this latter disposition carried 
them as to oause thotn to become respon- 
sible for au HOt which, if committed by a 



vessel privately manned and owned, 
would bear but one interpretation. As 
it is, tho act is one that is rash, aggros - 
sivo, and in the face of what is known, 
bitterly unjust, and is already spoken of 
as an unworthy means of reprisal for the 
Into soizuros made by Canada of American 
fishing vessels on the Atlantic Coast. Tho 
sealing schooners when seized were over 
sovonty milcH from any land, and how — 
with this fact before them — the United 
States government can attempt, with any 
show of roason, to justify tho conduct of 
the commander of the "Corwin," it is 
(liQioult to imagine. With what evidence 
wo have at Hand, the aoizuros and deten- 
tion aro manifestly illegal ; and represen- 
tations of tho affair through the proper 
official channels have already boon for- 
wrd d to the Home Gov r.imont. Bri- 
tain is not belligerent ; the strength she 
I osaeasos— imparted by tho commerce she 
conducts in every quarter of the globe — 
aho does not misuse. But she has "grit," 
and accords justice; and, while respecting 
the right of other nations to traverse the 
high apas unmolested, expects and is in a 
position to aecuro recognition of that 
same right for herself- 

CUILLIWHAOK AND SUM AS 
DYKING SCHEME. 

Tho presence iu thin city of Mr. E. L. 
Derby, projector of tho Ohilliwhaok and 
Suuins dyking scheme, has revived interest 
in B matter which occupied a large share of 
public ftttontion a few years ago. Most 
people imagined that with the depart- 
ure from tho province of Mr. Derby the 
enterprise fell through and that the em- 
bargo placed on the lands of settlers was 
removed. Such, however, is not the. ease. 
The liability of settlers to pay in laud or 
money on the completion <j' the work still 
exiots and rests as remorselessly as a mort- 
gage ou tho settlement. Although several 
years havo gone by since a stroke ol work 
was done on the dykes, or even a survey wns 
made, the owners of laud in the district 
affected bv the grant are haunted by an 
incubus that prevent* thorn dealing with 
their properties and cripples private enter- 
prise. Land that would have been draiued 
years ago by the settlors themselves lies 
unreclaimed and unproductive simply be- 
cause the owners havo no security of their 
holdings under tho dyking act or guarantee 
that any work they may do would not be 
worse than thrown away when Mr. Derby 
and his associates elected to go on with 
their Boheme. The matter is one that will 
engage tho attention of the now house early 
in tho session. The government, it is hoped, 
will take the initiative by Introducing a 
wide and comprehensive measure of relief 
tho effect of which will be the release of tho 
lands now covered by the act.

The street rumor that tho C. P. Riil- 
way Company, disgusted at tho stubborn- 
ness of the injunotionista below Port 
Moody, has abandoned tho extension of 
their road to Coal Harbor and selected 
tho Songish reserve, opposite Victoria, 
for a terminus, has completely failed to 
cause any alarm, aud died almost simul- 
taneously with its conception.

"Provision has boon made for extending 
our lino along tho south shore of Burrard 
Inlet to Coal Harbor and English Bay," 
and it is only a few weeks since that Mr. 
II . Abbott stated : "Should the finding 
of the court as to the right of way be 
| adverse to the railway company such find- 
ing will not interfere with progress in tho 
extension of the road to English Bay." 
Who will assert that u powerful corpora- 
tion, representing a capital of 160 mil- 
lions, is unable to come to some eijuituble 
arrangoment with the owners of a small 
atrip of land, probably embracing fifteen 
or twenty acres, which is all the road re- 
quires and which is tho whole object of 
tho dispute (" To stop where thoy now 
nro would entail heavy sacrifices to the 
railway company. Not only aro they 
under ample bonds to complete, until the 
close of the present year, their terminus 
at Vancouver, but other important in- 
terests compel them to it, viz : Owning, 
as thoy do, the most valuable portion of 
Vancouver, they would not debar them- 
selves from continuing sales of lots at 
?';S,000 or £4,000 each, nor from reaching 
their grant of 0,000 acres south of False 
Creek and ne-ir Euglish liav, in regard to 
which, May 19, 18Sd, Mr. II Abbott 
atated: "Herd wo will construct in 
briok our foundries, machine shops, car 
manufactories, etc." Were they con- 
templating to slop at IVrt Moody, why 
do the directors of tho C. P. U. an 
urgently ask and importune ihe gov- 
ernment to grant them the laud 
adjoining English Bay, and previously 
reserved for the imperial marine f 
As to the town of Vancouver, the good 
people of its ea*lern section (Ooal Har- 
bor) are unnecessarily alarmed at the 
growing favor shown to its western sec- 
tion (English Bay) which, as a glance at 
the map will show, is the natural harbor 
and tho only proper shipping point for the 
terminus of tho C. P. li. Tho fact that 
Victorians are freely investing in English 
Bay land is galling to some hyper- 
enthusiastic Coal Harborites, just as if 
their intorestB were antagonistic. Vet 
tho lately published map of Vancouver, 
bearing tho town's seal and the mayor's 
signature, includes both Coal Harbor 
and English Bay in the townsiie. If thin 
bo a light between members belonging to 
one body, Coal Harbor representing tho 
head and Euglish Ba^ tho stomach, it 
may bo safer to stand by tho digestive 
organ, its machinory being loss liable to 
derangement and to tho formation of all 
sorts of hallucinations. .1

There were signs or a struggle 
and blood stains < u the walls Then 
thero were tracks as of the body having 
been carried from the cabin into the 
bush, where it was found, by three man.

AS EMPTY rLii.st 
was found. A foul murder had evidently 
been committed by tho tr.inipa who had 
-tartod to lay the body on the track with 
the object oi hiding the crime when they 
wore surprised by tho watchman ana 
dropping their ghastly load in the bush 
thoy sprang over tho fence and disappear- 
ed. A hue and cry was raised and the 
tramps were secured near Lytton. On tho 
clothes of two wero found dark red stains. 
These stains were analyzed by Dr. Piw^er 
of Victoria, and although oua of tho pre- 
sumed murderers had tnkon ihu preoau- 
tion to paint the stain*, tho analyst pro- 
nounced them to bo human blood. The 
tramps have been committed fur trial. 
The name of tho victim is believed to bo 
DiUnian, a native of Nova Scotia.

Hir Harry Keppel, Sir Harry is a lit- 
tle sandy-gray", freckled-faced old man 
of near 80 summers, but notwithstand- 
ing his great nge, or what would be 
considered a groat age in anyone else, 
ho is as lively as a cricket and as jolly 
an a sand-boy, when away from his 
wife.
